Sam D. Rich, imperial representa­ 
tive acting grand dragon of

sylvania realm, issued a statem ent 
on the rioting In which he declared 
“klansmen were not responsible for 
the precipitation of the rio t.” 
Rich charged

off, 
when the klansmen arrived and re­ 
stored after the riot had ended. 
“Klansmen were forced to defend 
their lives and 
rights 
when 
as­ 
saulted.” Rich declared. 
Saturday’s trouble 
was

tirely unexpected, according to some 
of the citizens. They declared klans- 
men have visited Lilly 
twice 
this 
month, and erected 
fiery 
crosses 
which were torn down by irate cit­ 
izens. 
The klansmen said to have 
num­ 
bered 600, came here on two special 
trains, one from Altoona, the other 
from Johnstown. After 
ceremonies 
held on Piper Hill, near the 
city, 
it is said, the visitors marched to 
the train followed 
by

As 
the klansmen waited for the train, 
someone in the spectators crowd at­ 
tached a fire hose to a fire plug, it 
is said, and turned the water on the 
klansmen.

Washington. April 7.—The soldier 
bonus bill, after a sleep of weeks In 
the senate finance committee, crept 
Into the limelight again today. 
Coincident, with announcement, by 
Senator Smoot, Republican, of Utah, 
that the tax reduction bill would be 
ready to report to the senate tomor- 
, row or Wednesday, soldier bonus ad­ 
vocates began a renewed drive to 
have their bill given the right of way 
over the tax measure. 
Assured of passage with a vote pro­ 
portionate to that by the house, it 
seems certain today the bonus would 
be disposed of by the senate before 
the tax bill. Even such administration 
leaders as Smoot and Senator Watson, 
Republican of Indiana, indicated they 
would have to allow the bonus prefer­ 
ence by strength behind the drive. 
Some .predicted the measure would 
be ready for the senate by the latter 
part of this week or the first of next. 
A fight on the bill, once in the sen­ 
ate, will be waged by Democrats to 
insert a cash provision, which except 
in amounts of less than $50, was elim­ 
inated by the house. It now provides 
only certification of paid up insur­ 
ance, which, after three year* gets a;

W e are wont to cover our bodiex 
with as much clothing as we are able 
to purchase, forgetting that man by 
nature is a naked animal, and that 
every piece of clothing applied is a 
factor in lessening the skin’s function. 
Very few civilized people have nor­ 
mal skin. 
How can they have when 
one of the functions of the skin that 
of heat regulation, is accomplished by 
the clothing worn?

Then, 
too, the sensibility of the nerve end­ 
ings in the skin is lessened bv the hot 
water soakings in which we indulge. 
This has been 
scientifically demon­ 
strated, the nerves being in a state of 
partial anesthesia. 
Any wash-woman 
will tell you that her 
hands “feel 
numb” after a dav’s washing. 
Such 
skin is incapable of normal reaction 
and colds are the consequence. 
Once and for all, let us get the 
“open pore” idea out of our minds. 
One does not “take cold” because the 
pores of the skin are open after a 
warm bath, not because we have not 
finished with a cold bath to "close the 
pores.” 
The pores have nothing to do 
with it— in fact, that should be about 
the best way to escape a cold— elimina­ 
tion being more active when they are 
open. 
It does not require a colony of 
bacteria, but simply a 
lowering of 
the temperature or the surface of the 
body so that the blood is driven in­ 
wards to congest the capillaries of the 
mucous membrane of the respiratory 
and alimentary tracts, and the deed is 
done.

MAJ. MAURICE 
SEES PERIL IN 
ARMS RIVALRY 


London, 
April 
7.—“After a wild 
spell of reduction of armaments, Great 
Britain has now started on a policy 
of increasing armaments, and we are 
back where we were before 1914,” 
declares Major-General Sir Frederick 
Maurice. In a statem ent to Internation­ 
al News Service. 
“We have often been dragged willy­ 
nilly into Continental wars; we shall 
be forced in again as sure as fate, un- 


“The Singapore base, the building 
of the five cruisers and the increase in 
the Air Force have brought the prob­ 
lem of armam ents Into the foreground 
once more,” General Maurice said. 
“A 
battleship base at 
Singapore! State Building and I>oan. 
would bring us into direct naval com­ 
petition with Japan. 
“Tho increase In the Air Force is 
Boley and wholly duo to the number 
of aircraft, which France possesses. 
RACE IS ON 
“We are, therefore, definitely com­ 
mitted to rivalry in armam ents with 
one Power and possibly with another 
for I have my doubts as to whether 
the Singapore scheme is as dead as it 
Is proclaimed to be. 
“This year we are having naval 
maneuvers by great fleets in the Meai- 
terranean, which Frenchmen regard 
as a not too gentle reminder that their 
plans for calling ^ A f ric a to redress 
the balance In Europe Is dependent, 
for its success upon our goodwill. 
“A curious position to have reach­ 
ed In this year of grace, is it not? 
How on earth have we got there? 
Certainly not beewise we w*anted to 
be in the embarrassing position of pro­ 
posing to build naval bases against 
our friend and ally, Japan, or of ac­ 
tually building aeroplanes against our 
friend, France. It was because we 
would not or could not look ahead. 
“After the war we cut down our 
armaments to tl^ v e ry minimum. We 
did this without any proper consider­ 
ation of what our commitments were 
and. without any proper consideration 
of the armaments of other Powers. 
L E A R N E D DANGER 
“Then ine morning we awoke to 
the fact that the French could bomb 
London whenever they 
were 
likely 
to be mad enoughto wish to do so. 
So, after a wild spell of reduction of 
armaments, we have now started on a 
policy of increasing 
its 
armaments 
and are back where we were before 
1914. 
“We stand to gain as much as any 
country in Europe, by walking with 
others and taking our part in a gen­ 
eral agreement,” General Maurice said 
in complaining that. Great Britain has 
never fully endorsed the League of 
Nations’ efforts for disarmament. 
"Our frontiers may not be exposed 
to invasion, but our towns are liable , 
to be bombed and our people to be 
starved.

Besides founding and editing the well-known maga­ 
zine called Success, Dr. Marden had written more than fifty books 
intended to inspire courage, self-help, and cultivation of high char­ 
acter. 
A modest and retiring American, he could hardly realize 
the extent of his influence. His books had been translated into 
many languages, and in recent years they have taken a remark­ 
able hold upon readers in the Latinic countries, especially in Spain 
and South America and in Italy. Since the war, Germany has been 
reading Dr. Harden's books to the extent of more than half a mil-, 
lion copies. Not only has the Marden philosophy of hope, courage, 
and right conduct been influencing the youth of America and 
Europe, but it has been exerting a wholesome influence in the 
Orient, especially in Japan. Dr. Harden had been left a friendless 
orphan at a very early age in New England, and had worked his 
way to the position of a man of education and standing, through 
the patientconquest of almqst countless obstacles and hradpships. 
We turn now to a late issue ofthe Philadelphia Public Ledger 
and give an account of Mr. Frank Munsey’s knowledge and high 
appreciation of Dr. Marden. It is well worth your while to read 
every word of it. 
A real “genius” when taken apart and put under the miscro- 
scope of justice cannot suffer.

never sure of the year, he being an orphan. “I had to fix my own 
birthday,” he once said, “and I picked out the month I liked best, I 
which was Semptember. I let the day go—just told people I camel 
on eath on September.” 
He was bound out to five different families, which accounts 
for his most singular name, being that of three of them. Until he 
was fifteen years he had never lived within twenty-five miles of a 
railroad station. 
He hungered for knowledge, working his way by “wagering” 
toward Harvard University, practicing optimism in every new job. 
Hampered by the necessity of earning his livelihood, Dr. Marden 
did not finish his college career until he was thirty-one, but he 
came out a full-fledged doctor and lawyer. 
Instead of following either profession, he went out to Kearney, 
Neb., and opened a hotel of his own, having previously mae a suc­ 
cess of th'e “Campus” restaurant at Harvard. At Kearney he was 
caught in a money panic and wiped out. Later he tried nother ho­ 
tel on Block Island and foundered. He failed again and again, but 
always got up and took a fresh start. His trouble in the hotel busi­ 
ness was that he tried to do too well by the public. 
All the time he was writing of life exactly as he saw it, the 
struggles of the many and their discouragements. Then in 1897 
he founded Success magazine, of which he was editor until his 
death. Dr. Marden has often been spoken of as “the elder brother 
of the discouraged.” 
His books have been translated into twenty-seven languages. 
He was one of the finest men, we have ever been privileged 
to know— tall, strong-featured and white-haired. He was as full 
of anecdotes and the sweetness of life as May’s musk roses are of 
morning’s wine. 
Dr. Marden has a farm at Sea Cliff, Long Island, which he 
loved with a New Englander’s intensity for the charms of the out­ 
doors, this being his final tribute to nature, penned only a few 
weeks ago:
